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PROPOSED DECISION

Claimant, ANDREW J. CONNICK, who owned a common stock interest

in the Cia. Cubana Primadera, S.A., asserts a claim under Title V

of the International Claims Settlement Act of 1949, as amended,

against the Government of Cuba because of its nationalization of

said Company.

In our decision entitled the Claim of Martha P. Balme (Claim

No. CU-8162 which we incorporate herein by reference), we held that

the properties owned by the Company were nationalized or otherwise

taken by the Government of Cuba on August 7, 1960, and that this

type of claim based on common stock of Cia.

is not compensable under the facts and conditions set forth therein;

namely, because it had no value on the date of loss.

Accordingly, this claim must be and is hereby denied.
